Co ngress’ Turn o n Eco no my 


Cong ress reconvened September S. after Labor Day, 
and already there are indications that it is ill try to mak e 
quick and effective its turn on stimulating the economy 
to cut inflation and raise employment. 
Represemative Wilbur D. Mills. Ark ansas Democrat, 
chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, is 
ready to move President Nixon s emerg ency tax pro­ 
g ram throug h the House in rapid order. But he is set 
ting a price. He wants an “incomes” policy—one that 
would continue to restrain wag es and prices—and a lid 
on g overnment spending . 
Mills would advance Mr. Nixon’s proposal, for all 
taxpayers, of a 150 increase in personal tax exemptions 
January 1, 1972, and supplement it with an additional 
increase of $1.000 minimum deduction, to benefit families 
with low incomes. 
The chairman said he did not k now whether the $•■> 
break , by itself, was sufficiently larg e or soon enoug h 
to stimulate the economy as Mr. Nixon had foreseen. 
He personally would have preferred to do more for peo 
pie in the lower brack ets, because such people are hard­ 
est hit by inflation and because they undoubtedly would 
spend all of any additional dollars they may save 
throug h tax deductions. 
Senator Russell B. Long . Louisiana Democrat, chair 
man of the Senate Finance Committee, sug g ested that 
Cong ress mig ht want, to mak e the increased deductions 
retroactive to July 1. the beg inning of the current fiscal 
year, six months earlier than Mr. Nixon had proposed. 
He also said Cong ress mig ht vote for larg er tax cuts as 
well as a quick er one. 
The distinct impression g ained from the chairmen of 
the two tax-writing committees of Cong ress is that thev 
were ready and anxious to provide the income tax cut the 
President had requested. 
They were pretty sure the 
Cong ress would do all in its power to help k eep the sta­ 
bilization prog ram rolling . 
Little was said about Mr. Nixon’s parallel requests, 
for repeal of the seven per cent excise tax on automo­ 
biles. and the enactment of a 10 per cent investment 
credit this year, that would be reduced to five per cent 
a year later. These are controversial proposals, but they 
would speed industrial g rowth and therefore provide new 
employment. 
The Upper Quarter 


Twice as many American families will enjoy an 
annual income of $15.000 or more by 1900, a study for 
the New York Stock Exchang e reports. At least 25 per 
cent of all American families will be in that brack et, 
up from 12 per cent today, measured in dollars of con­ 
stant purchasing power. 
Allowing for a yearly inflation of a little over three 
per cent, the study predicts the g ross national product 
will cross two trillion by 198 0. That means that the sec­ 
ond trillion will be achieved in one decade, as com­ 
pared to the 300 years the country took to achieve the 
first trillion. 
And. of course, at such a pace, both personal income 
and standard of living will mount for many more Ameri­ 
can families. For instance, the disposable income would 
increase from 1970’s $688 billion to 198 0s $1.54 trillion. 
Disposable income is the money available for spending 
after fixed expenses. 
The Exchang e’s interest is in the effect of this pros­ 
perity on the stock mark et. The study predicted that 
more American families will invest in stock s as their 
incomes rise. The number of stock holders would g row 
from today’s 31 million to 50 million by 1980. 
Given 
the other predictions about increased earning s and dis­ 
posable incomes, this rise in shareholders is to be ex­ 
pected. More will want to share in what mak es Ameri- 
ica g row-.
